GOODS VEHICLE RECORDS 
JOURNEYS STILL 


With the abolition motor fuel ration- 
ing. it is no longer necessary for operators 
goods vehicies keep records daily 
mileages and fuel consumed. These records 
were formerly required connection with 
applications for supplementary cou- 
pons. 

Holders licences and drivers 
of goods vehicles are, however, reminded 
the Ministry Transport that they 
are still required keep journey records 
the form prescribed the 
Vehicles (Keeping Records) 

The requirements are a statutory obliga 
tion, and are not any way affected 
the abolition fuel rationing
